BEST EXHIBITION 
GROUNDS IN WEST 


Directors of Shdieen Exhibition 
Association Inspect Work Done 


at New Park 
Under the direction of Manager 
Harrison a small army of workmen 
engaged by the Edmonton Exhibi- 


tion Association has effected 
dérful transformation at the 


a won- 
new ex+ 


hibition park in the north-east end of | 


the city, From a waste of dense 
scrub to a beautiful park and mod- 
ernly arranged exhibition grounds tne 
change wrought since work was com- 
menced at the opening of spring has 
been marvellous. Hundreds of people 
have followed tie progress of the 
work and have seen buildings pring 
up over night, driveways laid out in 
a day and stretches of the new park 
evolved trom impenetrable brush, 

Members of the Exhibition Associa- 
tion Visited the new grounds this 
week. Every man was impressed 
with the enormous amount of work 
done, and with the appearance of 
the grounds. 

The new grounds, which comprise 
about eighty acres, are surrounded by 
® high, tight board fence surmounted 
with three rows of barbed wire. 

A standard half-thile race track is 
situated to the right of the main en- 
trance, and near the race track build- 
ing Operations ‘on these new grand 


stand are just being commenced. The 
stand will be 200 feet in length and 
69 feet wide, and it will have a seat- 


ing capacity of 4,500,. The cost is es- 
timated at about $25,000. 
Stables and Sheds. 

Near the track there is one racing 
stable completed. Tt is 105 feet long 
and three other stables of a similar 
kind are now under construction. To 
the left of the race track as you en- 
ter from the main entrance on the 
west side and extending south at in- 
tervals of 80 feet, six cattle sheds are 
under construction, Four of these 
are almost completed’ and the other 
two are well under way. These 
Stables are 150 feet long and are Jaid 
out in a way that insures a Sanitary 
stable under all conditions. 

A sheep shed and a hog shed are 
aso under construction, while the 
foundations for eight show horse 
Stables 105 feet long have been laid 
and the carpentry work will be com- 
menced shortly. In these different 
stables and sheds there is accommo- 
dation for 360 head of cattle, 280 head 
of horses and 400 sheep and swine. 

Close to the main entrance off to 
one side is the superintendent's cot- 
tage. It is a fine modern little builda- 
ing laid out well and it is quite artis- 
tically finished off. 

The cost of the show stables, stock 
buildings, race stables and superin- 
tendent'’s cottage will be about $50,- 
000. 


Work on the Park. 

The work done on the public park 
which is situated just outside of the 
grounds on the west end, is also well 
advanced. TRe ground has been 
cleared of underbrush and the athletic 


grounds have been graded. Swings, 
Ppienic tables and merry-go-rounds 
have also been built. 


The entire cost of the park so far 
has been about $45,000. Advantage 
is to be taken of the natural characte * 
of the land as much as possible. Two 
fairly large sloughs, one situated in 
the park and the other in the exhibi- 
tion grounds, will be turtied injo arti- 
ficial lakes, the water being supplied 
and kept fresh by underground pipes. 
These lakes will be artistically de- 
corated and ferns and flowers will 


be planted. 

Although all these buildings and 
improvements have been made on 
the grounds, much still remains to 
be done before Edmonton can boast 
of having the best equipped fair 


grounds in the West. 

A poultry and dog building, a horti- 
cultural nall, and a dairy building will 
be constructed in the near future, 
while a judging ring, water closets. 
a paddock, sheds, dining halls, fire 
halls and a police station will be 
rushed up as soon as possible. 

Other buildings such as store houses 
band stands, a directors office, stallion 
stables, a horse hospital, unloading 
platforms, side walks, ete., will also 
have to be constructed ‘before the 
frounds will be comple tely equipped

FIVE BY LAWS TO BE 
*VOTED UPON MONDAY 


Three Are Money Bylaws | 
Debentures to be Issued for $275,- 
000—The Other Two Are to Grant 
Franchises to Radial and Gas Coni- 
panies, 


On Monday next the ratepayers of 
Edmonton will be called upon to en- 
dorse or reject three money bylaws for 
debentures totalling $275,000 in am- 
| ount, and two bylaws to grant fran- 
chises respectively for a radial com- 
pany and to lay gas pipes from the 
proposed manufactory of the Pintsch 
Gas Co. to the railway yards of the 
city. 


The Money Bylaws. 


sum of $75,006, to supplement the sum 
of $75,000 granted by bylaw No. 248 
for the purpose of improving and lay- 
ing out the East End park and erect- 
ing exhibition bulldings thereon, The 


first bylaw on this matter was finally 
passed on the 22nd of February last, 
but the sum then voted has proved 
insufficient for the work which has 
been conducted on a larger scale than 
at first planned. 

Bylaw No. 281 is one to provide for 
the raising of the further sum of 
$175,000 to be paid to. the City hos- 
pital, known as the Royal Alexandra 
and to be erected on Norwood boule- 
vard, by way of bonus. An earlier 
grant of $50,000 was made to the his- 
pital by bylaw passed on the 24th of 
June, 1909. The further sum is re- 
quired as a result of the enlarged plan 
for the institution, 

Bylaw No. 282 is one to provide the 
sum of $25,000 to purchase the land 
for a site for a library. This property 
on which an option has been secured 
lies directly west of the Edmonton 
club, and between it and the High 
school on College avenue.

The bylaws to grant franchises are 
numbered 279 and 283. 

Bylaw No. 279 is a bylaw to grant 
the Pintsch Compressing company, a 
special franchise for the supply of ar-

ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP PRISON, 


Convicts Smuggle Arms and Dynamite 
Into Cells, 


Plattsburg, N.Y , une 16.—A desper- 
ate but unsuccessful attempt to blow 
up the Clinton state prison at Danne- 
more was made by convicts yesterday. 
A fierce fight with one of the men who 
had obtained a revolver followed, but 
the threatened outbreak of prisoners 
was quelled by guards, 

Details of the affair did not become 
known until last night. The dyna- 
mite was smuggled into the cell of 
Edward Brogan and touched off, but 
the explosion § did little damage 
Guards who rushed to the spot found 
Brogan armed with a revolver, but 
managed to overpower and disarm 
him. 

A double guard was then thrown 
about the section {n which the ex- 
plosion occurred and all the cells were 
searched Another revolver was 
found in the cbell of Fred Schulte, a 
life convict Brogan and Schultze, 
it is supposed, hoped to escape in the 
wreck they expected the dynamite to 
cause 

A rigid investigation is being made 
to determine how the explosive and 
arms were smuggled into the prison.

$9,000 FOR GRANDE 
PRAIRIE HIGHWAY 


Settlers of the North Country Will 
Build Their Own Road 
Out 


The settlers of Grande Prairie are 
undertaking to hew out a direct road 
through the wilderness to the line of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway this 
summer, This is the news which 
George M, Smith, of Jasper Place, has 
received from his son, who is now liv- 
ing in Grande Prairie. 


Mr. Smith Jr. is one of a party 
of four chosen by the settlers to_lo- 
cate the line of the road which is to 
run in a southerly direction from 
Flying Shot Lake following the trail 
to Jasper House and coming out eith- 


er at that point or at Medicine 
Lodge, 
The settlers of Grande Prairie are 


said to have subscribed $9,000 in 
cash or services towards the cost of 
constructing the road. The work of 
construction will immediately follow 
the location, beginning about tiie 
middle of July. 

This action by the Grande Prairie 


has been taken as a result 
of the refusal of the:late government 
to consider the persistent representa- 
tions of the members for the northern 
constituencies as to the necessity for 
building a road into Grande Prairie 
and the Lesser Slave Lake country. 
Every effort to secure money for 
road purposes from the public works 
department was met with a blank re- 
fusal, the statement befng made that 
the northern country could not ex- 
pect to receive consideration until the 
more settled portions of the province 
were supplied with roads. 

This spring the Peace River and 
Grande Prairie settlers lost thousands 
of dollars worth of goods and in time 
because there were no roads into that 
country from Edmonton. It will be 
recalled that this spring the warm 
weather came very early and caught 
many settlers on thefr way north, the 
snow melting beneath the runners of 
their sleighs. At a result of the im- 
passable condition of the roads, fol- 
lowing thé break-up, the settlers were 
compelled to leave considerable of 
their goods by the roadside to be pick- 
ed up next winter. 

The Grande Prairie men have fin- 
ally taken the bull by the horns and 
have decided to help themselves. 
They will build their own road and 
will be under no obligation to the 
government. 

The city of Edmonton, according 
to the statement of one of the Grande 
Prairie settlers who is in the city at 
the present time, stands to lose by 
the action of the settlers in deciding 
to build a road to the nearest point 
on the, Grand Trunk Pacific. The 
séttlets would have preferred a road 
to Edmonton, but in view of the fact 
that they have found it necessary to 
build it themselves, they have de- 
cided to construct the road to the 
nearest point on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, which point, in consequence, 
will become the distributing point for 
the north country,

BORE ARMS ANYWHERE 


Soldiers Encamped in Calgary Are 
Equal to Best in Physique—Good 
Horsemen and Many Expert Shots 
—Incidents of Camp Life—Hard 
Work Drilling All Day 


Calgary, June 17.—That the brigade 
of nearly 1,200 volunteer soldiers now 
camped on the Indian school grounds 
are equal in physique of any similar 
body of troops in the world is believed 
by military men who have seen them 
As might be e xpected of men who have 


| had eo little time for drill ead inatrae- 


tion, they are somewhat deficient in 
military science and deportment, but 
ne a football coach would say: “The 
faw material is there.”
